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AP Chant ceases trading 


ABRIDPORT business suddenly ceased trad¬ 
ing last week with a number of workers losing 
jobs at the firm. 

Reports emerged on Friday (January 15th) that 
plumbing, heating and electrical firm AP Chant, based 
at Gore Cross Business Park, laid off an unknown 
number of workers after it became insolvent. 

It has also been reported on social media that AP 
Chant have set up a new company. 

The View From contacted AP Chant on Monday, Jan¬ 
uary 18th but Lucy Chant, one of the company’s di¬ 
rectors, said they could not comment and were 
“seeking advice” and referred the newspaper to a firm 
of solicitors for further comment. The solicitor has so 
far been unable to comment on the reports. 

However a statement has since been posted on the 
company’s website: “AP Chant has ceased trading. For 
the remainder of January all contract and responsive 
works will be sub contracted out, to meet the require- 
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ments of the insolvency company. All works will be 
carried out to the same high standard and the opera¬ 
tives attending are fully qualified and will be arriving 
in AP Chant vehicles. We will continue to use the ex¬ 
isting telephone number for this two week period.” 

AP Chant was started by managing director Ashley 
Chant in 1992 as a local plumber based in Bridport, 
but the company now boasts being “West Dorset’s 
biggest privately-owned plumbing, heating and elec¬ 
trical specialist” with the “largest number of Gas Safe 
Registered engineers in the South West”. 

Richard Smith, president of Bridport Chamber of 
Trade, said: “I am deeply saddened by the news as 
they have been a huge value to the town, this will have 
far reaching implication, beyond the loss of jobs, for 
Bridport’s economy. 

“My thoughts are with all those affected by this 


event and I am sure that there will be plenty of support 
available to all who need it.” 

• IT HAS also been confirmed that 18 jobs have been 
lost at Somerset based company, British Solar Renew¬ 
ables, which has plans to build a solar farm at Ramp- 
isham Down near Beaminster. 

Reports emerged that workers from across Bridport 
and Beaminster were those to have lost their jobs but 
this is yet to be confirmed. 

Merlin Hyman, chief executive of Regan South 
West, a renewable energy agency of which British 
Solar Renewables is a member, said: “The govern¬ 
ment’s dramatic recent cuts to support for renewable 
energy has led to thousands of job losses, many of 
which are in the South West, such as the 18 announced 
by British Solar Renewables. 

“Everyone agrees that we should reduce subsidies 
for renewable energy as the technology matures, but 
businesses need time to adapt. 

“As the world moves rapidly towards renewable en¬ 
ergy we should be investing in our expertise, not un¬ 
dermining the companies leading the way towards a 
new energy system.”

It was announced earlier this month that Brid- 
port Leisure Centre could lose its pool after fund¬ 
ing cuts of £50,000 from West Dorset District 
Council. 

County councillor Ros Kayes said: "We have re¬ 
ceived many letters and emails on this issue and 
Cllr Rickard and I will make sure these are repre¬ 
sented atTuesday's meeting of the scrutiny com- 
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mittee at West Dorset District Council. The online 
petition is now at over 1,500 signatures." 

Hundreds of shoppers stopped to sign the pe¬ 
tition and show there support for the Bridport fa¬ 
cility with many asking to take paper copies away 
with them. 

Could those who took them away please return 


them to the town council offices at Mountfield 
when they are signed. 

Cllr Barry Irvine said: "It is not just individual 
swimmers but community groups that are get¬ 
ting in contact. 

"These groups use the pool for a variety of rea¬ 
sons but many of them are to do with recovery 
from illness or injury or simply helping people to 
keep well in old age. To lose it would be a trav¬ 
esty."

Town council funding slashed by nearly £25k 


SUPPORT for Brid¬ 
port's community or¬ 
ganisations and 
services could be re¬ 
duced as Bridport 
Town Council's fund¬ 
ing is cut. 

The town council is 
currently looking at 
its budget for 
2016/17, and with a 
funding cut of nearly 
£25,000 from West 
Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil, councillors are fac¬ 
ing difficult decisions 
on its financial sup¬ 


port to local projects. 

Councillor Sarah 
Williams, leader of 
the town council, 
said: "These are very 
difficult times for 
local government and 
we know the severe 
financial pressures 
being faced by the 
district council and 
county council. 

"The town council 
has a good track 
record in delivering 
services and support¬ 
ing important proj¬ 


ects for the town. 

"However, next year 
sees reductions of al¬ 
most £25,000 in grant 
funding from the dis¬ 
trict council - local 
council tax support 
scheme and funding 
for community plan¬ 
ning - as well as 
needing to consider 
necessary support for 
the proposed local 
arrangements to 
manage the youth 
centre following the 
county council's pro¬ 


posed reductions in 
youth service fund¬ 
ing. Things are not 
likely to get any eas¬ 
ier in future years and 
in looking at its 


budget, the town 
council will be asked 
to ensure that it can 
continue to success¬ 
fully deliver its own 
services and key proj¬ 


ects as well as looking 
to do all it canto safe¬ 
guard services cur¬ 
rently delivered by 
other councils that 
may be at risk." 


District counc clarify position 
on forthcoming referendum 


WEST Dorset District Council has re¬ 
sponded to press coverage which may 
give the impression that it is actively 
seeking a referendum into the way it is 
run and wishes to pay for it. 

A statement from Councillor Anthony 
Alford, Leader of West Dorset District 
Council, said: “The costs are regret¬ 
table, but we have received a petition 
signed by over 6,000 people and under 
the law this has triggered a referendum 
which requires us to give the rest of the 
80,000 electorate the democratic right 
to decide if they want the council to 
have different committee structures. 

“The petition has been signed by 7.5 


per cent of the electorate and asks us to 
hold a referendum on whether to 
change, not that we should do it. 

“This cannot be regarded as a demo¬ 
cratic mandate for change. Only a ref¬ 
erendum where the remaining 92.5 per 
cent of residents also have a chance to 
vote could provide this. 

“To proceed in any other way would 
be undemocratic. We are doing all we 
can to limit costs and will save about 
£50,000 by holding the vote at the 
same time as the Police and Crime 
Commissioner elections.”

-rent role as head since 
September and there 
were several issues. 
There are a lot more 
meetings and in the fu¬ 
ture the executive prin¬ 
cipal would have to be 
regularly in all four 
schools. 

"This didn't seem fair 
to The Sir John Colfox 
Academy - they would 
have a part-time head - 
so it seemed right that a 
new head should be ap¬ 
pointed who had this 


school as their priority." 

Mrs Taylor, who has 
been at the school since 
1994 and the head¬ 
teacher since 2003, will 
be coordinating the 
work between the four 
schools, and as a result 
will leave her post as 
headteacher in April 
with David Herbert, the 
current deputy head¬ 
teacher at The Sir John 
Colfox Academy, taking 
on the role as head¬ 
teacher. 

Talking about her role 
within the trust, Mrs

Taylor added: "We be¬ 
lieve education from 
age four to 19 is being a 
journey which can be 
more streamlined to the 
benefit of the students. 
We can share how we 
teach and how we ap¬ 
proach the difficult and 
the students and par¬ 
ents will benefit from us 
working together more 
closely. 

"One of the key roles 
will be to manage the 
budget to release 
money in the system to 
plough back into the 
classroom. There are 
undoubtedly savings to 
be made when you are 
talking about 1,400 stu¬ 
dents and four sites 
which can't be made as 
one school. 

"There is also a lot of 
duplication across 
schools-we all have to 
write and adapt the 
same policies - and that 
takes time away from 
teaching and learning, 
so with the executive 
principal, doing these 
kinds of things then the 
heads in other schools 


can focus more on 
learning and their own 
students. 

"With the four schools 
now working so closely 
together there will be 
real benefits for stu¬ 
dents and staff. 

"We hope to be or¬ 
ganising events across 
all the schools for the 
students in art, music, 
drama and sport. 

"We will be able to 
share and build on the 
best teaching in all 
areas for the benefit of 
all and arrange staff 
training opportunities 
which would have been 
too expensive for one 
school on their own. 

"With all the four 
schools accepting re¬ 
sponsibility for all the 
students within the 
MLT, it will be about col¬ 
laboration and support¬ 
ing each other." 

"In the end, the exec¬ 
utive principal will work 
closely with the heads 
to make joint decisions 
so it isn't that I won't be 
working with The Sir 
John Colfox staff, it is 


more that I will be work¬ 
ing with all four schools. 

"But it will be David's 
responsibility to look 
after The Sir John Colfox 
Academy as his priority." 

Mr Herbert, who has 
been at the school for 
10 years and seven 
years as deputy head¬ 
teacher, is currently 
head of sixth form, a 
role which will be taken 
over by someone else. 

On his new appoint¬ 
ment he said: "I am very 
excited to carry on the 
high level of success the 
school has had in recent 
years and I look forward 
to developing the 
teaching and learning 
in the school and work¬ 
ing in partnership with 
parents and the com¬ 
munity. 

"Kay Taylor will still be 
involved with the 
school in the role as ex¬ 
ecutive principal of MLT 
for all the four schools 
involved. 

"She has done a fan¬ 
tastic job here and has 
the chance to have a 
new role and impact on 


more than one school, it 
is exciting for the 
schools and might in¬ 
clude others. It is also 
very exciting for me. 

"I have had numerous 
amounts of notes and 
congratulations from 
past students and past 
parents. 

In a town like Bridport, 
the school has a big im¬ 
pact in the town and it 
has been really touching 
to receive all these con¬ 
gratulations."

Management takeover at View From series 


NEWSPAPER proprietor 
Sir Ray Tindle has sealed a 
ground-breaking deal which 
passes ownership of some 
of his leading titles to the 
people who run them. 

The View From series in Dorset, 
Pulman’s View in Devon and Som¬ 
erset, along with the capital’s 
South London Press, Mercury, and 
the London Weekly News titles, in¬ 
cluding the Westminster, Fulham 
and Hammersmith Chronicles, 
Kensington & Chelsea News and 
the Westminster & Pimlico News 
series, now pass into the hands of 
executives Philip Evans, Karen 
Sheppard and Hannah Walker. 

However, Sir Ray insists the deal 
does not signal his retirement. He 
is now celebrating his 90th year 
and has no intention to stand back 
from front-line management. 

He says the sale is to ensure the 
long life of the papers which in¬ 
clude some of the oldest in the 
country. 

The deal still leaves him with the 
ownership of approaching 200 ti¬ 
tles across the country (plus per¬ 
centages from eight per cent to 49 
per cent in more than another 200 
papers making his interest in the 
local press still total more than 400 
titles). He intends to remain hands- 
on. 

In this unique deal Sir Ray also 
remains a 10 per cent shareholder 
in the newspapers with Karen, 
Philip and Hannah holding equal 
shares of 30 per cent each. 

The new group owned byPhilip, 
Karen and Hannah is called Capi¬ 
tal Media Newspapers Limited and 


will continue to operate from Lon¬ 
don and Lyme Regis. 

The South London Press cele¬ 
brated its 150th anniversary in 
2015 and Sir Ray threw a party on 
board HMS Belfast in London at¬ 
tended by HRH the Countess of 
Wessex, Secretary of State Lor 
Culture Media & Sport, John 
Whittingdale, and the entire staff 
of the paper. 

At the event Sir Ray emphasised 
the key role local newspapers play 
up and down the country and how 
they are fundamental to democ¬ 
racy. Sir Ray Tindle, who bought 
his first paper after receiving de¬ 
mobilisation money as did all 
those who were in the Army dur¬ 
ing the Second World War, has a 
career history of making failing 
newspapers viable. 

With a staff he describes as one 
of the very best in the UK press, 
Tindle Newspapers has launched, 
or bought up, 47 titles since the 
start of this recession. 

On this latest announcement Sir 
Ray said it made complete sense to 
sell the London and Dorset titles to 
the people who currently run them. 
He wished Philip Karen and Han¬ 
nah and the whole staff all the very 
best for the future. 

He said the staffs of these papers 
were superb. 

Philip, who originally launched 
the View From series, said: “Hav¬ 
ing managed local newspapers in 
London earlier in my career, I am 
looking forward to the challenge 
of working alongside Karen and 
Hannah in continuing to build our 
stable of titles in the capital as well 
as retaining my Dorset links with 


Pulman’s Weekly News and the 
View From series, which I 
launched in 2005. 

“All three of us share Sir Ray’s 
undeviating faith in the future of 
local newspapers and we are ex¬ 
cited by the opportunity he has 
given us and the talented staff we 
will lead.” 

Philip is also joint managing di¬ 
rector of the London Weekly News 
Group, which is edited in Lyme 
Regis. 

Karen, who has been managing 
director of the South London Press 
for 18 months and who success¬ 
fully managed Sir Ray’s business 
in Larnham previously, said: “This 
is an extraordinary opportunity, 
one which I embrace whole heart- 
edly. 

“I look forward to continuing the 
successful programme of change 
and improvements the team have

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Letwin controversy: we can put things in context 


■ I AGREE with Frank Allen that it is not sensible to 
ask Mr Letwin to resign over foolish things he wrote 
30 years ago. However, I take issue with almost 
everything else he writes. 

Mr Allen has clearly not done the background re¬ 
search (not difficult in this case) and is simply wrong 
to claim that we do not know the context of the 
phrases attributed to Mr Letwin: we know it fairly 
precisely. 

To attribute any one characteristic to a whole 
group of people on the basis of their race is (among 
other faults) racist: it is worrying that Mr Allen does¬ 
n't understand this or thinks it doesn't matter. 

It is a matter of some concern not only that the 
manifestly intelligent product of an extremely ex¬ 
pensive and privileged education should be guilty 
of such slovenly thinking, but also that this advice 
should have been taken seriously at senior govern¬ 
ment level, as it apparently was. 

■ I'D LIKE to respond to two recent letters in the 
view simultaneously; as 'promulgator' of the peti¬ 
tion urging Mr Letwin MP, Chancellor of the Duchy 
of Lancaster, to resign. 

I couldn't help noticing an irony in the Corbynista 
jibe nestling beside a quote attributed to Jesus 
Christ, one often depicted as bearded and wearing 
sandals. 

I believe the historic JC would support social jus¬ 
tice in today's context as strongly as he did during 
his lifetime. 

Who knows whether the'subsidising of rastafar- 
ian craft workshops'that Mr Letwin 'innocently' 
quipped about to Mrs Thatcher would have led 
some of the poorer members of our society learn¬ 
ing new skills and going on to become entrepre¬ 
neurs? 

Or whether the lack of funding led some into the 
'disco and drugs trade'that he was so reluctant to 
support. 


It is true that Mr Letwin is acknowledged, even by 
many opponents, to be a conscientious and cour¬ 
teous constituency MP. He is also, however, a senior 
and influential cabinet minister with much wider re¬ 
sponsibilities (Mr Crabb also please note) and, while 
he has apologised for his past mistake, it ought to 
be a very serious matter should there be any sign 
that he has not learnt an important lesson over the 
intervening 30 years. 

"Politically correct" used to be used, with an ele¬ 
ment of self-mockery, in the search through a 
tainted language for vocabulary that showed cour¬ 
tesy and common decency. 

The pejorative usage by Mr Allen reflects badly on 
him, as it often does when used as an unthinking 
cliche. It is high time that the phrase and its deriva¬ 
tives were ignored in serious discussion.

Man jailed after sexually abusing young girls in Bridport and Reading

AN 80-YEAR-OLD man who sexually 
abused three girls in Bridport and Reading 
over a 16 year period has been jailed for 20 
years. 

Frederick Bailey, of Melksham in Wilt¬ 
shire, was convicted of 15 sexual offences 
including rape and indecent assault follow¬ 
ing a seven day trial at Dorchester Crown 
Court and was sentenced last Wednesday 
(January 13 th). 

The court heard that Mr Bailey abused his 
victims in the 1960s and 70s in Bridport and 


Reading when the girls were aged under 15. 

He was arrested on June 10th 2014 and 
charged on December 4th 2014. 

Detective Constable Jimmy Bond, of child 
abuse investigation team, said: “Bailey sub¬ 
jected these women to the most serious sex¬ 
ual offences when they were young girls and 
he continued abusing them for many years. 

“The victims in this case showed strength 
and courage in coming forward to speak up 
and great patience with the legal system as 
there was a lengthy wait for the trial to start. 


“I hope this sentence acts as an encourage¬ 
ment to anyone who has suffered abuse that 
we will listen. It is never too late to make a 
report. 

“Our message to perpetrators of sexual 
abuse is simple and very clear, if you com¬ 
mit these crimes we will find you, arrest you 
and bring you to justice. 

“Abusing children is an abhorrent crime, 
hidden in society for far too long. We are 
committed to rooting it out and stopping it.”

School's edible garden needs community support 


STAFF and pupils at St Mary's Primary 
School are calling on the community 
for their support in ensuring their own 
organic garden can continue. 

The school has their own 'edible gar¬ 
den', a project started by HOME in 
Bridport and Transition Town Bridport, 
and provides the school with fresh 
homemade lunches as well as being a 
teaching source for the children. 

But nearly £4,000 needs to be raised 
to continue the running of the garden 
for the next year. 

Sarah Wilberforce, of the HOME proj¬ 
ect, said: "At St Mary's we are lucky to 
have a real school kitchen and two 
brilliant cooks, Amanda Downes and 
Mel Hayter. They have been sourcing 
school lunches from the organic gar¬ 
den in the school grounds and other 
local suppliers. 

"The edible garden project has em¬ 
ployed Tia Perrella as the part-time 
gardener and recruited volunteers to 
provide boxes of fresh produce for the 
school kitchen. 

"Together they have transformed 
lunches into healthy, tasty, popular 
meals and increasing the number of 
children at St Mary's who chose them. 

"The new growing season is upon us 
in February. The volunteers and 
friends of the edible garden want to 
expand the use of raised beds, out¬ 
doors and in the poly tunnels, the 
cooking and growing workshops 
need to continue and the kitchen 
needs a freezer and other equipment 
to preserve the excess produce. 

"The aim of our work is not only to 
educate but to empower and inspire 
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children and parents to a better level 
of health and wellbeing. This in turn 
helps create healthier and happier 
people, which means a healthier and 
happier Bridport." 

To promote their garden, the school 
organised over 10 events last year, in¬ 
cluding family pizza evenings and an 
open day as par of Bridport Food Fes¬ 
tival. 

A cob oven has been built in the gar¬ 
den, pupils have set up a compost 
group, the kitchen team give cooking 
classes after school and created cook 
book and children were involved with 
growing food through the garden 
club after lessons. 

An eco club was started and there 
are plans to gain a Green Flag award, 
a national eco-schools award. 

But the school needs funding of 
£3,900 if it is to keep their garden 
going for another year, 

Sarah added: "Help us to continue 
and expand this community-run proj¬ 
ect. This venture was initially started 
by HOME in Bridport and Transition 
Town Bridport, and has the backing of 
Bridport Town Council and many local 
companies who have generously 
helped in different ways. 

"We have paid for employment of 
the gardener, training and expenses 
for the cooks and others, materials, 
soil and seeds for the garden, but to 


continue for another year we need 
funding. 

"The money will also help to give 
several young adults training for a fu¬ 


ture career. 

"Please show your support for the

£200,000 will now be shared be¬ 
tween community groups prepared to 
take on the youth centres. 

Those who want to do so will have 
to present their case to the council by 
the end of March. Buildings which 
are not taken on, either leased our 
bought, could be sold. 

Weymouth councillor Mike Byatt 


said that the deadline did not give 
enough time for people to come for¬ 
ward with business cases. 

"If we're going to make decisions 
affecting young people, we need to 
make the right one." 

Bridport councillor Ros Kayes said 
the decision was cutting through the 
budget for young people with a scythe. 

“It’s really ill-thought through. 
There are all sort of facilities like 
counselling and supported work 
which will be got rid of.” 


The plans are expected to be imple¬ 
mented by September. 

Cllr Coombs has vowed to work 
with every community which might 
like to run a centre. 

The decision has brought criticism 
from Labour and Liberal Democrat 
opposition councillors as well as 
community groups. 

Vicar Lorraine Dobbins, who works 
with Top Club at Littlemoor, said she 
feared an increase in anti-social be¬ 
haviour if the club closed.

Plan for Bridport hub a step closer 


PLANS for a Bridport community hub in South 
Street are a step closer. 

Dorset County Council's cabinet has given the 
go ahead for the next step in providing an innova¬ 
tive combination of a care home and community 
hub for the town. 

The plans are a new way of working involving a 
social investor to construct the new buildings. 
These will then be handed over to the council on 
either a freehold or leasehold basis. 

This strategic way forward offers the council 
good value for money and helps provide modern 
care and community facilities for Bridport. 

The care home will be managed by Tricuro, a 
provider of social care to adults, and will replace 
Sidney Gale House with a purpose built building. It 
will provide care for nursing and severe dementia 
sufferers. 

The hub will merge the existing day centres of 
Fisherman's Arms and Riverside Court and will 


also be used by local community groups. 

This project is part of the council's aim to invest 
£4.7million to support the delivery of social care 
services in the town, including day services, care 
for older people and support for people to stay 
healthy and independent in the community for as 
long as possible. 

Cllr Jill Haynes, council cabinet member for 
adults and communities, said: “This is a very pos¬ 
itive step for Bridport. 

“We are talking with our service users to make 
sure they are happy with the new situation. We are 
also working with colleagues across the health 
sector, looking at the future needs of the area." 

The site for this project is the land behind Fish¬ 
erman's Arms day centre in South Street which is 
currently being used as a day centre and by 
county council's highways team.

BBC Young Folk Award winners bring Weave’ album tour to Arts Centre 


THE EXCITING, young trio Jaywalkers will be 
coming to the Bridport Arts Centre on Friday, Jan¬ 
uary 29th. These former BBC Young Folk Award 
finalists are touring their third studio album - 
Weave - which sees them further expanding their 
musical horizons at all levels. Together they effort¬ 
lessly fuse elements of Bluegrass, Folk and Old- 
Time and the music Jaywalkers create is 
innovative, rooted deeply in tradition, and exhil¬ 
arating. The night promises to be an entertaining, 
foot stomping evening and is not to be missed! 

Most of their songs are written/inspired by sto¬ 
ries and poetry from Mike's home county of Lan¬ 
cashire. The history of the area only really starts 
around the time of the Industrial Revolution when 
the cotton industry arrived. The main theme run¬ 
ning through the album is a study of the hardships 
of life in the Lancashire working classes. There are 
moments of playful respite - their instrumentals 
are fast, playful up-tempo tunes - but the songs 
tell tales of protest, poverty, fight for freedom and, 
as is inevitable with folk songs, death. 

Unlike their previous two albums which were 
done on little to no budgets, the third album finds 
the band working with an established producer, 
having full online and digital distribution, a PR 
campaign and the like. The larger budget for this 
has partly come courtesy of Help Musicians UK, 
who offered the band an 'Emerging Excellence 
Award' for young artists working in any genre of 
music. They applied for it in early 2014 and found 
out in March that they were successful. This 
meant the band were able to work with the fan¬ 
tastic Andy Bell (and his dog Hudson), who would 
engineer and produce the album. Considered by 
many to be the top folk producer working on the 
British Folk Scene, Andy won a Folk Award for best 
album with the Full English project last year. The 


Emerging Excellence Award also enabled them to 
afford an illustrator to design the album and 
record most of it at Wavelength Studios in Don¬ 
caster (used by the likes of Martin Simpson and 
Jon Boden). 

The music Jaywalkers create live, and on 'Weave' 
is innovative, rooted deeply in tradition, and exhil¬ 
arating. With the release of their new album and a 
full year of touring and festivals behind them, 2015 
has been a breakthrough year for the band.... and 
things are only looking up for this young trio. 

Jaywalkers play at Bridport Arts Centre on Friday, 
January 29th, with doors opening 7.30pm for 8pm 
start.

T HE first shore match of the Lyme 
Regis Sea Angling Club season 
was held on last Wednesday at 
Seaton where 16 members braved the 
strong winds and icy sleet to compete in 
the match. 

Rather than insisting anglers bring fish 
to the scales, in the interest of conserva¬ 
tion, the club is now using a new ‘catch- 
and-release’ system where anglers can 
photograph, or have their catches wit¬ 
nessed, by other members. 

The fish were plentiful and the anglers 
were kept busy with small whiting, dog¬ 
fish, and pouting. 

Robert Kisielewski took 1st place with 
aggregate score of 25 points. Ben Male 
took 2nd with 24 and Dave White was 3rd 
with 23. 

Making the most of the daytime break 
in the weather on Saturday a few of the 
club members booked up with Lewis 
Hodder from Lyme Bay Charters for a 
day on the boat drifting over the wrecks 
for pollack. 

Andy Wray, Paul Blake, Gavin Tyte, 
Lewis Hodder and Roy Shipway all man¬ 


aged to bag decent fish, with Shipway 
catching the largest which weighed in at 
5.229kg and is also the biggest boat- 
caught pollack so far this year. 

The second shore match of the season 
took place on the same evening and this 
time it was a ‘rover’ (anglers could fish 
any venue within the club waters). 

The clear skies, little or no wind, and 
calm seas made the fishing much more 
enjoyable. 

The target was cod and most of the 13 
competitors opted to fish West Bexington, 
with a few heading to Cogden and Hive 
beaches. 

Although nobody managed to catch the 
target species, the anglers were kept busy 
with some nice sized whiting, pout, poor 
cod, and dogfish. 

A few fish were large enough to be 
weighed-in for specimen awards which 
run throughout the year. 

Nick Stuparyk weighed in a whiting of 
402 grams, Rob Emery, a pout of 549 
grams and Wayne Burgess a dogfish of 
885 grams. 

The next shore match takes place on 


Wednesday, February 10th at Lyme Regis 
from 6.30pm until 10.30pm where the 
bonus fish is pollack. 

The first boat match of the year takes 
place on Sunday, February 7th where 
members will be fishing for 'the best pair 
of whiting’. 

It is still not too late to join the club 
which costs £12 for adult members, £6 
for concessions and £3 for juniors.
